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City Manager Presents Overview 
At Citizens for Greenbelt Meeting

Members of Citizens for 
Greenbelt (CFG) were in¬ 
vited to “Meet Dan Hobbs” 
at the organization’s annual 
meeting, March 26. City 
Manager Hobbs began his 
talk by saying that in his 
first interview after becom¬ 
ing city manager, he was 
asked where Greenbelt is 
going and how does it want 
to get there. He made clear 
that he would not be the one 
to answer those questions. 
He saw his job as helping 
the community and city 
council to answer them. 

To show how these questions 
are beginning to be answered, 
he outlined four areas of con¬ 
cern: the recent city council 
goals retreat, the upcoming FY 
1993 budget, code enforcement 
and the city’s recent cost recov¬ 
ery/user charge study. 

Goals 

Hobbs is convinced that the 
ltt goala which came out of 
council’s three-day retreat in 
February are directions which 
Greenbelt can and must take to 
protect the city’s 55-year legacy. 
The goals are: 1) public safety, 
(2) open space. (3) METRO, 
(4) strengthen home rule, (5) 
code enforcement, (6) public 
wcr^ks facility/general adminis¬ 
tration, (7) special projects, (8) 
comprehensive environmental po¬ 
licy. (9) family life, and (10) 
unify city. City staff, he said, 
will prepare an action plan for 
each of these items and present 
them to council. 

Budget 

Huge deficits at the state and 
county levels because of the re¬ 
cession present challenges to 
Greenbelt, he said. More cuts are 
expected so that Greenbelt can¬ 
not be sure it will get its usual 
funding- Because the proposed 
budget has not yet been present¬ 
ed to council, Hobbs could give 
no specific details but told his 
audience of its objectives: main¬ 
tain city services at current lev¬ 
els, few or no layoffs, and pro¬ 
tect the reserves. He believes he 
has a balanced budget with op¬ 
erating revenues equaling expen¬ 
ditures. Council will decide the 
priorities for the city. 

Code Enforcement 

A good code enforcement pro¬ 
gram is critical to insuring that 
all of our neighborhoods remain 
attractive, safe and livable- Hobbs 
declared. For several years coun¬ 
cil has talked about taking over 
code enforcement from the coun¬ 
ty government. Hobbs presented 
several reasons why the city 
might do this now. The county 
has informed the city that be¬ 
cause of budget cuts starting 
this spring, field inspectors will 
not be available to perform their 
routine duties in Greenbelt 

Hobbs emphasized that he was 
not trying to reflect adversely 
on the county. The county is 
understaffed now, he said, and 


cannot be as motivated as we 
who live here and care what hap¬ 
pens here and what our com¬ 
munity looks like. 

Seventy-two percent of all 
housing units within the city 
are over 20 years old and are 
at greatest risk of deterioration 
because of increased need of up¬ 
keep. Also over 50 percent are 
renter occupied. “We must make 
sure that we are able to held 
our absentee property owners to 
the same standards of mainte¬ 
nance that our resident owners 
proudly and voluntarily uphold,” 
he said. Hobbs noted that 
Springhill Lake management 
kept their property well main¬ 
tained. 

City code enforcement would 
also give the city greater con¬ 
trol over the quality of commer¬ 
cial property, Hobbs added. 

For this program to be suc¬ 
cessful, emphasis should be

placed on protecting the city 
rather than using an authori¬ 
tarian enforcement tool, he main¬ 
tained- It needs to be a partner¬ 
ship between city hall and the 
community. He believes strong 
city-community support is vital. 
Hobbs noted that he experts to 
receive complaints from people 
who don’t want government tell¬ 
ing them what to do, such as 
a person who has his car up on 
blocks. If most people, however, 
see enforcement as a protection 
of the largest investment they’ve 
made — their house—then code 
enforcement will work, he said. 

People need to let their elect¬ 
ed officials know if they agree 
with code enforcement; otherwise 
they will just hear from a vocal 
few who do not understand the 
need for this program, he con¬ 
tinued. 

The program will be self sup¬ 
porting and will require no tax 
increase. The city will receive 
the fees now going to the county. 

Cost Recovery 

Hobbs said that the city had 
just completed a cost recovery/ 
user charge study showing the 
cost of city services and activi¬ 
ties for which the city does or 
could charge a fee. Costs were 
compared to actual revenues re¬ 
ceived. The study asks from a 
business standpoint who pays 
and what is fair to pay. A high 
percentage of municipal operat¬ 
ing funds come from the proper¬ 
ty tax. Thus, if the activity is 
not self supporting through fees, 
it is subsidized by the property 
tax. Giving an example, he cited 
the Greenbelt Connection, which 
actually costs $8 per ride but 
for which the rider is currently 


charged only $1.25. He explained 
that he was not suggesting that 
the rider be charged the entire 
amount, but that there be a 
small increase to $1.50 so that 
the user of the service pays 
more and the property taxpayer 
less. Services that have no 
charge may be overused, he said. 

If all revenue opportunities 
identified in the study were im¬ 
plemented, an additional $200,000 
or its equivalent of over 4c in 
the property tax rate would be 
generated. Not all will be im¬ 
plemented nor should they be, 
he cautioned. It is up to council 
to decide. 

Besides identifying oppor¬ 
tunities for possible changes, the 
study also educates the public, 
who may mistakenly believe that 
certain services are “free.” 

Hobbs closed his speech with 
his favorite quote, which is an 
excerpt from the citizenship oath 
of ancient Athens: 

“We will strive increasingly 
to quicken the public’s sense of 
civic duty; and thus in all the 
ways we will strive to transmit 
this city not less but greater,' 
better, and more beautiful than 
it was transmitted to us.” 

Questions 

The floor was then opened to 
questions and Eunice Coxon 
spoke first She noted that Col¬ 
lege Park got into code enforce¬ 
ment in 1967, Bowie, in 1963. 
Why is Greenbelt so late, she 
asked, adding that it was a very 
fine move. 

Hobbs said he did not know 
enough about history to answer 
that. He does think the com¬ 
munity needs it. He admitted 
to being nervous about it because 
it is a very large enterprise and 
some people may not be happy 
with it. The focus should be on 
getting compliance, protecting 
neighborhoods, but to do it in 
such a way that “people want 
us to do it,” he added. 

Barry Schlesinger asked,

Budget Worksessions Begin 
Mon. & Tues., April 6 & 7

The harbingers of spring are all around - the birds, the 
daffodils and the annual budget review. City Manager 
Daniel G. Hobbs presented his proposed budget for the fiscal 
year 1993, which begins July 1, at the March 30 regular 


city council meeting. 

The News Review will present 
a more detailed budget overview 
in a future issue- In the mean¬ 
while, city residents should be a- 
ware that council’s review of the 
budget details will start with an 
April 6 worksession covering the 
General Government and Miscel¬ 
laneous programs. The budgets 
for Greenbelt CARES, the police 
department and other public safe¬ 
ty operations will be examined 
the following evening. (See box 
for a full schedule of budget 
worksessions.) 

State Aid Cutbacks 

Despite the challenges presen¬ 
ted by cutbacks in state aid, 
Hobbs said that his proposed 
budget maintains city services 
and avoids layoffs of city staff, 
although total staffing has been 
cut through attrition. It does this 
without an increase in city pro¬ 
perty tax rates or use of re¬ 
serves, with revenues based upon 
conservative estimates. However, 
he cautioned that if the state has 
everestimated its revenues, as 
some observers feel it has, the 
city could face additional mid¬ 
year cutbacks. 

The area hit hardest by state 
cutbacks is Greenbelt CARES, the 
youth services bureau. In the 
past, this program has received 
much of its funding from the 
state government; the city has 
previously received over $100,000 
in state and county funding. This 
year the program will receive no 
outside assistance. 

Despite these cuts, the city 
manager’s budget would fully 
fund this program using city 
revenues, restoring a position 
that has been vacant since No¬ 
vember. 

Hobbs also proposes some 
changes in employee benefits to 
address employee concerns about 
inequities between the pensions 
offered to long-term and newer 
employees. 

Police 

The budget will fund 43 police 
officers, the current level of au¬ 
thorization. This continues the 
officer added during the current 
fiscal year for an interagency 
narcotics task force, but does

not reinstate the three-officer 
drug task force included in the 
FY91 budget. This unit fell vic¬ 
tim to the budget problems that 
surfaced that year. 

Support personnel for the po¬ 
lice department will decrease 
from current authorization levels 
as two vacant positions wul not 
be filled. 


School and Construction 
Officials Meet Neighbors

Some neighbors of the new 
elementary school under con¬ 
struction on Ridge Road bet ween 
Laurel Hill and Research Roads 
are less than pleased with the 
7 a.m. wakeup call they have 
been receiving on Saturday 
mornings. At a March 19 town 
meeting hosted by Suzanne 
Plcgman, chair of the Prince 
Georges County Board of E lo¬ 
cation, Erica Lupo called the 
neighboring residents “prisoners 
of this project” and asked 
whether Saturday construction 
activity on the site could either 
be stopped or at least stare at 
a more reasonable hour 

David Riffle, project manager 
for the contractor, Henley Con¬ 
struction Company, said that un¬ 
til the frame is up, in lat 3 sum¬ 
mer, the crews must work on 
Saturdays if the weather pre¬ 
vents work on a weekday. He 
agreed to talk to the contrac¬ 
tor doing the excavation work 
regarding a later start when 
Saturday work is required. (Jeff 
McCormick, project coordinator 
for the county school system 
told the News Review on Mar:h 
24 that the contractor says he 
cannot change the Saturday 
starting time. The reason he gave 
is that many of the workers live 
more than one hour from Green¬ 
belt and don’t want to get home 
late in the evening. 

The morning construction 
starts will soon get louder, as 
workers prepare to begin the 
pile-driving process. Riffle said 
that the subcontractor will bring 
in his equipment to drive 
several test piles. Next 
week, workers will begin driv¬ 
ing the 660 piles needed- This 
work is expected to take about 
two weeks, weather permitting. 
Pile driving is the noisiest por¬ 
tion of the entire construction 
project. 

The meeting, attended by just 
four citizens, ended 20 minutes 
after it began, with Lupo asking 
the only questions. Plogman said

Make Northway 
One Way , Uphill 

A few months ago I read an 
article in the News Review about 
problems with traffic on North¬ 
way between Crescent and Hill¬ 
side Roads.

Or 
what if. heaven forbid, there 
should be a fire or other emer¬

Parking

Let me provide additional in¬ 
formation on the Northway in¬ 
ner walkway system. To start 
with: many more children cur¬ 
rently use this system than use 
Northway. 

Next, Connie Arnold, in her 
letter last week, correctly points 
out two deficiencies in the cur¬ 
rent system: the woods between 
Research and Laurel Hill at the 
end of the tunnel and the mud 
along the creek between Hillside 
and the already developed part 
of the walkway. I also mentioned 
the latter problem in my ear¬ 
lier letter: we did ask the city 
to lengthen the walkway to 
reach Hillside, If I recall cor¬ 
rectly. part of the problem is 
that the land is owned by GHI, 
not by the city. This should not 
make a solution impossible: it 
just requires cooperation be¬ 
tween the city and GHI. The 
same holds for the “end of the 
tunnel woods-” Actually the need 
to improve this area was brought 
up during the Senior Citizens 
Forum held last year. 

Fortunately, it seems that the 
above-mentioned cooperation be¬ 
tween the city and GHI has 
started to develop, witness the 
following quote from the Febru¬ 
ary 11, 1992 letter from our 
City Manager to the General 
Manager of GHI. . . it has 
been noted that the woods men¬ 
tioned above, already used as a 
shortcut by many young and old, 
will probably be a prime route 
to the new school once the 
school is constructed. It would 
make sense to have a hard sur¬ 
face path extending from its 
present ending point up to Ridge 
Road. The main value of such a 


an off-street route to the new 
school, certainly an important 
safety consideration. I would like 
to explore the possibility of a 
cooperative venture with GHI to 
construct such a path." 

Maybe this extended discus¬ 
sion in the News Review can 
help to add to the proposed co¬ 
operative discussion the con¬ 
struction of a similar path be¬ 
tween the end of the Northway 
inner walkway and Hillside.

Her hobbies included pot¬ 
tery, genealogy and photography.

Arts Center Jazz Concert

Jazz comes to Greenbelt. Not just any jazz group, but 
Tim Eyermann’s East Coast Offering. This group is well- 
known for performances in the best Washington area jazz 
clubs with show dates up and down the Atlantic seaboard 
and record albums praised by critics and fans alike. Spon¬

Where do you draw the line?” 
Some things may be the result 
of a basically different esthetic 
position of the owner. The 
neighbor may not like it but it 
does not pose a problem of the 
place falling down, he said. 

Hobbs said that laws are now 
on the boo£s and have been en¬ 
forced by the county. The city 
cannot go below the county pro¬ 
visions, he added, but can go 
further. The minimum basics 
needed to protect health and 
safety are done, he explained- 

What is the appeal process 
going to be? asked Bob Zugby. 
Will a person continue to go to 
a county board or will the city 
have its own board? 

Hobbs noted that the city 
would have no authority over 
zoning, only code enforcement. 

To Lekh Batra’s query about 
how the city would get the 
authority to enforce codes, Hobbs 
explained that any city in the 
state that has home rule can 
get the authority. It is not 
necessary to ask the county 
council. 

Konrad Herling wanted to 
know why Greenbelt had such 
a high commercial occupancy 
rate, more so than surrounding 
communities. Hobbs noted that 
Greenbelt is doing better—10% 
vacancy rate compared to 20% 
to 30% in other nearby areas— 
because Greenbelt is one of the 
“hot locations” in the Metro 
area. It is the “downtown of 


Prince Georges County.” Also 
Greenbelt has large employers 
such as NASA, he added. 

Residential property values 
are holding their own, assess¬ 
ments are up. Property is stay¬ 
ing on the market a little long¬ 
er but people are not having 
to reduce prices, he said. 

Hobbs noted that one reason 
he came to Greenbelt was that 
the community has such a strong 
sense of history and is willing 
to be pro-active to protect its 
heritage. 

Clara Kuehn wanted to know 
if Hobbs thought renters would 
complain if their apartments 
were not maintained properly. 
Hobbs replied that right now 
apartments in the city are in 
“pretty good shape.” But if we 
don’t stay ahead of it, he added, 
“We’re asking for trouble down 
the road because so much of the 
housing is old. She asked if there 
would be a cost for inspections. 
Hobbs, answered that inspection 
fees that go to the county would 
now go to the city. 

Now that we have Parcel 1, 
Parcel 2 and the 72 acres, how 
and when do you see us planning 
and developing them? Betsy Li- 
kowski asked, I hate to use the 
word development, she added. 
People have come to me and said 
they couldn’t find the paths to 
get into the woods or once they 
got into the woods they didn’t 
know where they were going. 
She asked Hobbs if he cared to 
share his thoughts on the issue. 


Hobbs said he sees the process 
coming about carefully. The real 
value is on the preservation of 
open space, he added. 

There is more opportunity to 
commune with nature here than 
in the wide open spaces of Texas 
(which are mostly fenced in), 
Hobbs said, adding that he 
thinks there will be a lot of 
community debate about what 
happens to Greenbelt’s green 
spaces. He thought he was tak¬ 
ing a risk to comment person¬ 
ally but said he would like to 
see people able to get back into 
the woods by a natural path, 
which could be dirt or mulch. 
It is a more valuable resource 
if people can get there and use 
it, he said. The debate is not 
^Are we going to keep trees or 
tear them down?” he reminded.

East Coast Offering was form¬ 
ed in 1974 and is led by versatile 
musician Tim Eyermann who 
plays alto, soprano and tenor sax¬ 
ophones, flute, alto and bass 
flutes, piccolo,, clarinet and oboe- 
It also includes Bill Foster, bass; 
Andy Hamburger, drbms; and 
former Greenbelter Mike Sucber 
on keyboards. Sucher grew up in 
Greenbelt and now lives in near¬ 
by Riverdale. Eyermann said 
when he created East Coast Of¬ 
fering, “I wanted to have a 
group that would be the East 
Coast answer to the L.A. Ex¬ 
press, a harder driving band with 
more energy. There are no egos 
or attitudes in the group, just 
complete dedication to the music.” 

Eyermann’s East Coast Of¬ 
fering play a contemporary jazz 
sound. Their latest record al¬ 
bum “Oultside/Inside” describes 
the combination music that they 
play. The “outside” represents 
the contemporary jazz fusion or¬ 
iginals while the “inside” means 
the crossover tunes of varied 
styles and sounds—rhythm and 
Blues, funk and rock—which ap¬ 
peal ifco many audiences, They are 
a versatile group whose only 
common element is the dynamic 
quality of each number. 


The group averages 160 dates 
a year and joves to play in pub¬ 
lic. They tour as much as pos¬ 
sible and get to all of the cities 
where their albums are popular. 
They receive universally rave 
reviews. “Music Connection” says 
“they move with ease through 
demanding material and inject 
freshness into every phrase.” 
Jazz Times magazine says “the 
quartet is tight together and, at 
times, downright brilliant; the 
band really rocks out, a tribute 
to both Eyermann and his dy¬ 
namic mates.” Bassist Bill Fos¬ 
ter and keyboardist Mike Such¬ 
er contribute original composi¬ 
tions, Music came late to Eyer¬ 
mann who remembers beginning 
piano lessons at six and hating 
them.

Identity Sought 



United States Park Police 
homicide detectives hope to get 
a break in an 8-month-old mur¬ 
der investigation by having 
someone recognize the female 
victim from a clay model of her 
face. 

Since July 11, 1991. when the 
body was found stabbed and bad¬ 
ly decomposed on the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway in the vi¬ 
cinity of Riverdale Road, no one 
has come forward with informa¬ 
tion useful in solving the mur¬ 
der and no match has been 
found in the missing persons 
reports. That prompted police to 
use the facial reconstruction 
technique. 

Molding features of a face over 
the known shape of the skull has 
revealed the likeness of a wo¬ 
man in her 30s with dark, 
straight hair believed to be a 
racial mixture of hispanic and 
black. Police hope someone will 
recognize the victim from a pho¬ 
tograph of the model, printed 
above. 

Police said the body had been 
left near the parkway on or 
about July 4. The victim was 
5-feet, 8-9-inches tall and clad 
in a pair of black “Guess” jeans 
and a blue short sleeved, top, size 
“small.” from the “Gap” cloth¬ 
ing store. The only other clues to 
her identity were a small, hoop- 
type gold earring and a post¬ 
type earring both in her right 
ear. A leather key pouch marked 
with the word “Salem” was at¬ 
tached to the jeans. 

Police said anyone with infor¬ 
mation about the unidentified 
body or on a missing person fit¬ 
ting the description of the victim 
should contact the U-S, Park 
Police Criminal Investigations 
Branch at (202) 690-5050.

The Repository will replace 
temporary buildings that were 
erected during World War I. and 
that cover large parts of Nevada 
and Wyoming. These temporary 
buddings will be made available 
for any Greenbelt residents want¬ 
ing to move out from under the 
new Repository. 

The entrance of this large 
building, soon to be the largest 
building in Greenbelt, will be on 
Good Luck Road, next to the 
Gateway 7-11. The National Vis¬ 
itor Center to the Repository will 
be just inside the entrance. As 
some of Greenbelt is said to be 
wetlands, the Repository will be 
entirely built on concrete stilts. 
This is also due in part to a suc¬ 
cessful low bid by Belo Horizonte 


Construction Co. of Brazil, which 
will design, build, staff and oper¬ 
ate the Repository for the Uni¬ 
ted States Government. Belo Hor¬ 
izonte is located in a part of the 
Amazon basin where all buildings 
are built on stilts. 

The Repository will be built 
over Greenbelt although access 
holes for buildings higher than 
40’ will be left wherever needed. 
All trees in the Green Belt will be 
trimmed at 40’, and used to help 
support the building. A glass ceil¬ 
ing for female and minority em¬ 
ployees will be constructed over 
the Garden Club plots. 

Details of what the Repository 
will be used for are not complete, 
but it is known that the famous 
Congressional Pork Barrels will 
be stored somewhere and this 
month’s strategic petroleum re¬ 
serves will be stored in the April 
Fuels section. 

County officials are excited &- 
bout this new facility, whic*i 
will bring a number of new jobs 
into the county. It is expected 
that 100 former Hubble Space 
Telescope workers will be needed 
to keep the building’s windows 
clean. They will be hired through 
a temp, agency and paid mini¬ 
mum wage, as are all new hires 
in the county. Merchants at. East¬ 
way Plaza are happy to be part 
of a newly enclosed mall,

Louis L. Goldstein said an an¬ 
alysis of income data reveals 
that one in five taxpayers who 
are eligible for Maryland’s earn¬ 
ed income credit for low income 
families are overlooking the 
benefit on their Maryland income 
tax returns* 

Like its federal counterpart, 
Maryland’s earned income credit 
is available to workers whose 
earned or adjusted gross income 
was $21,250 or less for 1991, 
and who maintained a home for 
a child or children for at least 
six months of the year. Taxpay¬ 
ers are eligible for Maryland’s 
earned income credit only if they 
are eligible for the earned in¬ 
come credit available on the fed¬ 
eral return. The Maryland credit 
is 50 percent of the federal 
earned income credit. Another 
benefit apparently overlooked by 
low-income families is the pover¬ 
ty level income deduction avail¬ 
able only on the Maryland re¬ 
turn- 

All Maryland income tax of¬ 
fices offer free state taxpayer 
assistance Monday through Fri¬ 
day from 8 a m. to 5 p.m. Extra 
hours are also offered on all 
state holidays and certain week¬ 
ends between now and the filing 
deadline, Wednesday, April 15.
